WASHINGTON, April 13 


—W—Rear Admiral Emory 
S. Land, chairman of the 
maritime commission, advo 
cated today "some form of 
freezing" labor and employ-. 
er relationship to "do away 
with what I call this daily 
agitation." 
Land told the house naval com- 
mittee 
he' believed open shop 
agreements, closed 
shop 
agree- 
ments, and all other'agreements 
between 
labor and 
management 


should be frozen in their present 
statin "for the duration of the 
war." 


That, he added, would be "the 
simplest, the easiest and the quick- 
est solution that will be just to la- 
bor, 
to capital, and to the people 


of the United States." 


"If we can get it voluntarily, to 
much the better; falling that, by 
statute," he added. 


Land withheld his views on sus- 
pension of 40-hour week legisla- 
tion but said he was "definitely 
opposed" to double-time pay dur- 
ing the -war. 


Advocates of restrictive labor 
legislation, meanwhile, served no- 
tice that only an agreement by 
unions to walve overtime pay for 
a 48-hour work week in war in- 
dustries would swerve them from 
efforts to force a showdown in 
congress next week on the ques- 
tion. 


Chairman Land said he favored 


profit limitation In war contracts 
but cautioned against hasty legls- 
laton on this subject lest It "break 
down existing' contracts." 


No Incentive Bonuses. 


He saM. lv did not- believe gov- 
ernment agencies should seek'Id 
work out a system of incentive 
bonuses for war workers as has 
been proposed by Chairman Vin- 
son (D-Ga) of the naval commit- 
tee."I believe that is a problem 
between labor and management," 
he declared. "I am wholly in fa- 
vor of .in incentive system." 
But 
It should be worked out by labor 
and management with the

goal of Increased production. 
"There's too damned much loaf- 
ine going on in the shiypardg 
right now," Land commented.

ALLOTMENT COTTON 


THERE is 'PRESSING NEED 
FOR EVERY INCH OF STAPLE 


AND POUND OF LINTERS 


COLLEGE STATION, April 11.— 
(Spl.) — When farmers throughout 
the cotton belt were urged to plant 
the 
full 
allotment 
of 27,400,001) 
acres for 1942 it was no April 
Fool's yarn that there is a press- 
ing need for every Inch of staple, 
every pound of llnters, every drop 
of oil and every ounce of cake and 
meal that can be produced. 
Cotton fiber probably IB more 
essential to the successful prose- 
cutlon of the war than rubber, tin 
or any other materials of which 
shortages exist or are threatened, 
according to exports at the A, 
and M. College of Texas. 
The United Nations look to ag- 
riculture of the United States fur 
food and clothing and no other 
crop is so Important to the -war 
effort as cotton, 
There In no "dangerous surplus" 
of lint cotton today. 
O£ 23,000,000 
bales on hand, domestic consump- 
tion will take 13,000,000, leaving 
10,000,000 - bales In the 
carry-over 
August 1, 1942. Government froz- 
en stocks account 
for 4,000,000 
bales of this carry-over, leaving 
6,000,000 bales. 


Low Quality of Crop. 
In addition to low quality 
cf 
much of the 1941 crop, 2,500,000 
bales are tied up In normal mill 
stocks. 
Therefore the 
available 
stock of free cotton from which 
mills can make selections 
may 
not exceed 3,500,000 bales. 
Consumption at tho rate of lr 
000,000 bales 
per 
month 
after 
August 1 might exhaust this car- 
ry-over by December 1, 1942. 
Importance of cotton llnters In 
war time has resulted In war de- 
partment designation as one of 
the nation's moot important ma- 
terials for smokeless powder and 
other types of explosives. 
Mills 
now cut 170 to 200 pounds of llnt- 
ers off a" ten of cotton seed, but 
there are not enough tons of seed 
to meet the needs of the armies 
and navies of the United Nations. 
The cotton seed Is one of the 
most important sources of fats and 
oils essential to winning the war, 
because more are needed to in- 
crease the caloric value of foods 
consumed by fighting men 
and 
civilians engaged in strenuous la- 
bors. More paint and varnish oils 
are needed, special lubricants are 
necessary, soap-making and gly- 
cerine plants require them. 
Cottonseed Meal. 
Cottonseed meal Is a universally 
used protoln concentrate for live- 
stock feed and the United Nations 
must have more meat, milk and 
poultry products than this nation 
ever before has produced. 
If the millions of Texas cattle, 
sheep and workstock were fed as 
they should ho fed, they would 
consume 1,936,000 tons of cotton- 
seed meal and cake annually— 'the 
total present output of the entire 
United States.

These facts clearly point out the 
urgent necessity for planting the 
full allotment of cotton acreago 
allowed under the Jaw Jn order to 
safeguard against a shortage of 
so important a crop as cotton, 
which Is vital to the nations' war

OIL INDUSTRY HAS 
WORKED OUT PLANS 
' FOR NEff PIPELINE 


WASHINGTON, April 18._</JV 
Petroleum Co-ordlnator Ickes an- 
nounced today the oil Industry had 
made plans for digging up and re- 
laying 1,400 miles of oil pipeline 
from East Texas producing fields 
to Mississippi River points to re- 
lieve the oil shortage on the At- 
lantic seaboard. 
Ickes said the plan for the vast 


relief system 
had reached "the 


final action stage." The projects 
were proposed by the temporary 
joint pipeline subcommittee repre- 
senting the oil Industry in the Bast 
coast, the gulf coast and Middle 
West districts. 


Ralph K. Davles, deputy co-ord- 


Inator, said the plan contemplated 
digging up unused pipelines and 
others for which substitutes could 
be found and re-laying them from 
the fields to the river. 
He said 
the plan contemplated also instal- 
lation of large quantities of used 
tankage and pumping equipment. 
Under the plan, oil would be piped 
to Mississippi River points where 
It would be moved eastward by 
pipeline, tank cars and river bar- 
ges."From an examination of the re- 
port of the joint pipeline subcom- 
mittee," Davles said, "It is appar- 
ent to the co-ordlnator's office that 
most of the projects proposed can 
and should be undertaken at once 
so that the work may be completed 
and the facilities placed In opera- 
tion at the earliest possible date. 
"The detailed engineering report 
should be available within the next 
few days. 
As soon as we get tl, 
the office of petroleum co-ordlnator 
stands ready to .assist in any way 
possible to expedite completion of 
the recommended projects. 
The committee recommended ten 
projects be undertaken but did not 
Indicate their location except that 
they were from 
the East 
Texas 


fields eastward. 


Tremendous Job. 
"Naturally, the Job will be tre- 
mendous.," Davles said, "Involving 
as it does the actual taking up of 
existing lines, and, In some cases, 
the re-laying of pipe at places five 
to six hundred miles distant." 
Davles said the future of tanker 
transportation was too uncertain 
and the need of fuel oil of eastern 
war industries too great for his of- 
fice to act upon any other basis. 


He said the proposed 
projects 
contemplated 
u s i n g 
varying 
amounts which can be served by 
other means of transportation. This 
pipe, he said, would be taken up 
and relocated on routes to Illinois 
or Mississippi River points. He 
said some of It could be used to ex- 
tend existing pipelines and that one 
such project under consideration 
was an extension of the Plantation 
pipeline from Greensboro, N, C., 
to Tidewater In Virginia. 
This 


would require also the building of 
a supply line from the Texas gulf 
coast area to Baton Rouge, La., 
the present 
Intake 
point of the 
Plantation line.
